I am g oin g to tell the story now of a 
club w h ich w e form ed o f seventy fa m i­ 
lies. m 
the hope of m ending for our­ 
selves the u nsociabiiity of city life— be­ 
cause for five and tw en ty years, more or 
less, w e succeeded. 
It began in tim es 
which 
are prehistoric 
to m ost 
of 
the 
readers now , the years before the w ar. 
A s it 
happened, 
it 
began 
in 
another 
Sunday school from th at of which 1 w a s 
speaking— a school o f tw o teachers and 
two scholars. 
T h e tw o teachers and the 
four fath ers and 
m others o f the tw o 
children k n ew each other well, and they 
agreed to ihak e this club or so ciety .- 
w as not to be a church 
It differed in 
m ethods and purpose» and in practice 
from 
any 
other society 
w hich 
1 
ever 
heard of. 
It had not much of a consti­ 
tution, but you might say the Golden 
J iu le w as the constitulion, 
“ W e united 
to help each other in a n y w ant of body, 
soul and mind; and w e promised to ask 
help as readily as w e offered it.” 
B e ­ 
ginning w ith a dozen of us who m ade this 
promise, tiie little club grew until there 
were seven ty fam ilies in it—fam ilies of 
all sorts o f people. 
G enerally speaking, 
(her iived near each other. 
T h e y had a 
little hall at disposal for m eetings w hich 
they could use w h enever they w anted to. 
It becam e in u w a y a sort of clubroom.

they had no rules or regulations, 
they had no fe es or assessm en ts.

In South Africa there is a widespread 
belief that the late President Kruger’s

-bark Dorothea, a hopeless wreck on the 
Zululnud coast. 
Now comes the version 
•of Capt. Charles Gardiner, recently the 
commander of the exploring ship Alfred 
Nobel, who is at present in London, says 
the London Telegraph, Capt. Gardiner 
bas twice visited tile wreck of the Doro­ 
thea, and, according to las account, she 
is indeed a treasure ship worthy of at 
,teution. 
But he 
Tlfat the gold beneath 
belonged to President 
•contrary, lie states that, although a for­ 
tune was shipped in tile vessel. President 
Kruger had uot only no interest in it, 
but had no knowledge of it. 
Still, there 
the gold lies, apparently awaiting aux 
man who makes a determined effort 
.get it. 
Capt. Gardiner, a young and enterpris­ 
ing mariner, with obvious reserves of ca­ 
pacity tor daring deeds, states that lie 
first visited the Dorothea three months 
after she was wrecked off- the coast, 
4ibout a couple of miles from Cape \ elal. 
“At that time,” ho says, “one of her 
masts was still standing. I bad heard 
that ti quantity of gold, 
worth 
about 
£680,000, had been plaited in her, but 
afterwards I learned that the value was 
not more than £450,000. 
The story, as 
I investigated it, shapes something like 
this: 
“Certain officials of the Transvaal gov­ 
ernment, seeing that things were going 
to pieces, and desiring to feather their 
own nests, issued permits to several in­ 
dividuals, permitting them to engage iii 
illicit gold buying. That is to say, they 
aimed 
them 
with 
authority 
which 
•enabled them, without fear, to buy gold 
from mine managers and others at their 
own price, with a view of getting it out 
of the country. Apparently these officials 
were looking to make a fine profit be­ 
tween the purchase price plus the cost 
-of shipment and the figure which the 
gold would fetch iii Europe. That there 
was something shady about the business 
is clearly suggested 
by the fact 
that, 
when one of the men engaged in the en­ 
terprise was arrested, he openly dared 
tile Transvaal government to prosecute 
him. 
“ Kruger doesn’t come into the story at 
ai!. H e was the one who got left over it. 
'J’he gold was taken to Delagoa Bay, 
and there a sailing ship was purchased 
fur its transport. 
S lie was then called 
the 
Ernestine, 
hut 
they 
changed 
her 
name to the Dorothea. 
She had been 
•condemned by the authorities as unsea­ 
worthy. on account of some acid having 
been spilt in lier lower hold, 
She was 
made seaworthy, and then twelve big 
boxes of gold bars were brought down 
ami placed in the hold abaft the fore­ 
mast. 
Afterwards they were cemented 
over, and LH * I tons of sand ballast were 
•dumped into the ship, which then sailed 
ostensibly for Monte Video.

Specimens of Foreign Foods, Taken for 
Inspection, Are Sold. 


The number of going, going, gone sales 
which the government conducts ought to 
qualify I nch* Sam for admission to the 
guild of auctioneers.

Washington 
gets 
a

department of agriculture building these 
days and sees a big red Hag with the 
usual white letters sewed on, “Auction 
Today.” 
He wonders if the government 
is resorting to desperate means of raising 
the wind, says the Boston Herald. 
But your Uncle Sam is not in the mu 
lion business from necessity.

Among those who are ex­ 
pected to lead the fight a ga inst the re- 
election of the federa tion’s president 
is Daniel Keefe of the Longshoremen’s 1 
union, wTho was cha rged with desert-1 
ing thr -fedcra tion's legis la tion cuiniiiit -- 
tee and coming out for Ta ft in consid­ 
eration of the promise of political of-1 
fice. 
Although it is difficult to get the 
tem per of the delega tes at this tim e ,1 
local lea ders who will participa te i n ; 
the sessions of the convention laugh at 
the idea of 
Gompers being turned 
down. 
They point to the defea t of 
certa in ca ndida tes for congress known 
a s enem ies of labor a s a distinct vie- * 
tory to the ca use and one to be joyful 
over, in spite of the federa tion’s un­ 
fruitful support of the Democra tic na ­ 
tional ticket.
